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In compliance with the Examiner's requirement. Applicant provisionally elects with traverse for 
furtherprosecutionthe embodiment shown in Figure6 (designated as herein as Species VI). Claims 1-3, 
5-9, 13 {second occurrence) and 14 are considered to be readable on the elected species. 

Notwithstanding the propriety of the election requirement for examination purposes. Applicant 
contends that she should be entitled to a consideration of a reasonable number of related embodiments 
falling within the scope of a generic inventive concept. Moreover, it would appear that a search and 
examination of the entire application could be accomplished without a serious burden on the Examiner since, 
the multiple embodiments identified of record would seemingly encompass a common field of search.
